The men were taken to the pen- 
itentiary by Frank Burns, chief 
deputy in the Criminal Courts Di- 
vision of the sheriff's office, the 
records showed. Guard on the trip 
was Deputy Sheriff Richard Mah- 
food. 

Burns could not be reached for 
a statement. 

Inspection of the canceled check 
for $78, issued to Dougherty by 
the State Treasurer, showed that 
it had been deposited in the gen- 
era] account of the sheriff's office 
at the Industrial Bank & Trust 
Co. by Robert Hanna, cashier-dep- 
uty in Dougherty’s office. 

The four prisoners, questioned 
at the penitentiary were Glenn 
Overstreet, George Gardner, Al- 
bert J. Kay and Lee W. Brooks. 

Overstreet said his $35 had been 
paid to Burns by his mother, 

“I know she gave it to Burns,” 
Overstreet said, “because Burns 
called on me at the jail and told 
me she had been in to see him 
and had paid him the money.”

6 Corporations and 5 Per- 
sons Indicted—Control 
of Vanadium Reported 
Sought. 


DENVER, June 27 (AP)—A fed- 
‘eral grand jury today returned an 
indictment charging six corpora- 
tions and five individuals with 
conspiring to fix prices and mo- 
nopolize the vandium industry, 
which produces uranium raw ma- 
teria: for atomic bombs. 

The indictment charges that 
the two principal defendants, 
Union Carbide & Carbon Corp. 
and Vanadium Corp. of America, 
control about 95 per cent -of all 
the commercially available vana- 
dium-bearing ore deposits, Be- 
tween them they control 99 per 
cent of all the vanadium oxide 
produced, sold and consumed in 
the United States and 100 per 
cent of all the ferrovanadium pro- 
duced and sold in the United 


‘| States. 


Vanadium is a metallic element 
principally used as an alloy in 
steel. It is found chiefly in con- 
nection with radio-active mineral 
substances in ore deposits in Colo- 
rado, Utah, Arizona and New 
Mexico. The vanadium is ex- 
tracted from the ore in the form 
of vanadium oxide and then con- 
verted into ferrovanadium § in 


which form it is used by steel 


mills. 
Statement by Clark. 

At Washington, Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom CG Clark said: “The case 
is important in the Justice Depart- 
ment’s program to eliminate re- 
straints and monopolies in Amer- 
ica’s: basic industries.”

Justice Bureau Thinks 
War Plant in East Will 
‘Fit In With Carnegie- 
Illinois Setup.

WASHINGTON, June 27 — The’ 
anti-trust division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice is expected to rec- 
ommend approval by Attorney 
General Tom.C. Clark of the sale 
of government-owned steel plant 
facilities at Homestead, Duquesne 
and Braddock, Pa. to the Car- 
negie-Illinois Steel Corp. @ sub- 
sidiary of United States Steel, 

If the sale is approved by Clark, 
Carnegie-Illinois _will pay $65,- 
018,000 to the Government in the 
largest single cash sale of surplus 
property in the history of the War 
Assets Corporation. 

Earlier this month, contrary to 
the advice and the recommenda- 
tion of his own anti-trust division, 
which is headed by Wendell Berge, 
Clark gave his biessings to the 
sale of the Government’s $200,- 
000,000 steel plant at Geneva, Utah, 
to the United States Steel Corp. 
Under the Surplus Property Act 
the Attorney General is required 
to stay the proposed sale of any 
Government property involving a 
million dollars or more and re- 


port whether the sale would con- 
tribute to monopolistic tendencies. 
View of Two Deals. 

It was learned that the anti- 
trust division, after a thorough 
study of the Geneva plant facili- 
ties and the general steel situa- 
tion, strongly advised Clark 
against the sale, but that in the 
so-called Homestead plant case in 
Pennsylvania the division thinks 
the physical properties there are 
especially adaptable to integration 
in the Carnegie-Illinois setup. 

The amount to be paid for the 
Homestead properties is 100 per 
cent of the so-called “fair value” 
as fixed by the War Assets Cor- 
poration. Built under war emer- 
gency conditions by the Govern- 
ment at a cost of $120,000,000, the 
plant in the last three years has 
netted the Treasury $23,267,854 in 
rentals. 

The Geneva plant, the largest in 
the far west, is being bought from 
the War Assets Corporation for 
$47,500,000, a fourth of its original 
cost. Acquisition of the plant was 
paale to give United States Steel 
$2.7 per ‘cent of the total national 
steel-production capacity and 39 
per cent caPacity in the far west. 

Clark’s View of Sale. 

The Geneva sale has been wide- 
ly criticized, with some critics call- 
ing attention to President Tru- 
man’s assertion

Senator Murray Proposes That Presidential 
Board Make Long-Range Study That 3

WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP)— 
Proponents of  Ilabor-regulating 
legislation abandoned hope today 
of passing any new measures this 
year. Also, Chairman Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, proposed to the 
Senate Labor Committee that a 
presidential commission, rather 
than a congressional group, un- 
dertake the long-range study of 
possible new lawa which was pro- 
posed by the President. ' 

The reason, Murray told report- 
ers, is that many members of Con- 
gress are being tagged. either

This attempt failed, and 
one of the group, Representative 
Cox (Dem.), Georgia, said that as 
a result the minimum wage bill, 
Truman's suggested emergency 
strike control measure, and the 
vetoed Case labor disputes bill are 
now “dead,” 

(The United Press reported that 
Representative Outland (Dem.), 
California, filed a discharge peti- 
tion today in behalf of 90 House 
members to force a different bill 
on minimum wage legislation be- 
fore the House as “the only hope 
of getting any minimum wage law 
this session of Congress.”)

RUSSIAN PHYSICIST 
WINS STALIN PRIZE 
FOR WORK ON ATOM 


MOSCOW, June 27 (UP)—Prof. 
Alexander P. Zhdanov, head of the 
Radium Institute of the Academy 
of Sciences, has been awarded a 
100,000-ruble Stalin Prize for split- 
ting the atomic nuclei of bromium 
and silver with cosmic rays, it wag 
announced today. 


The prize was awarded to 
Zhdanoy for the “discovery of new 
ways of splitting atomic nuclei 
with cosmic rays, as was reported 
in his article, ‘The Anomalous Fis- 
sioning of Nuclei of Bromium and 
Silver With Cosmic Rays,’ pub- 
lished in 1945,” the announcement 
said. 

Discussing Zhdanov’s fissioning 
of bromium and silver with cosmic 
rays, Prof. K. Zhigatch,. secretary. 
of the Stalin Prize committee, 
wrote ‘in Izvestia: 

“Zhdanov's discovery of new 
kinds of atomic fission with cos- 
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mic rays is of outstanding impor- 
tance for modern atomic physics. 
Up to the present, atomic ‘nuclei 
Were split by different methods 
into big splinters which were 
nuclei of other elements. 


“Zhdanov established that some 
cosmic particles containing huge 
energy can produce the almost 
cofnplete fission of nuclei into ele- 
mentary particles of which nuclei 
are formed (protons and neu- 
trons).”

An exciting scene followed when | 
several of the prisoners tried te 
leave the dock to say goodbye to 
their families tn the courtroom, 
Police and soldiers tried to inter 
vene, but several succeeded in 
kissing and embracing their par 
ents or girl friends, 

Many shouts in Hebrew of 
“Long live Irgun Zvai” and “Our 
struggle continues” rang out, The 
lone girl among the defendants, 
21-year-old Devorah Bathe Moshe 
Kalfus, started up a second patri- 
otic song which\was taken up by 
many of those around her. 

The defendants were convicted 
yesterday after a three-day trial 
during which they refused to take 
any part in the proceedings. They 
contended they were “prisoners of 
war” and not subject to the juris- 
diction of the court. 

Meanwhile, nearly 1300 illegal 
Jewish immigrants arrived at 
Haifa with a British destroyer 
hovering near their ship, the Jo 
siah Wedgwood. They displayed 
a large banner with the Hebrew 
inscription, “Nothing shall prevent 
us from reaching our homeland.” 

They were transferred to the 
Athlit clearance camp after dis- 
embarking. 

Their release from the clearance 
camp is expected within a short 
time. Immigration certificates for 
them will be deducted from. the 
allocated schedule of 1500 a month.

SIDE IN MEAT SHORTAGE 


FROM EVERY 


'| Housewife Says Success of Marriage Depends 
on Getting Food—Many Meat Markets 
to Close on Mondays. 


Tales of woe from farmers, 
butchers and housewives were 
heard on every side today, but 
while the situation offered plenty 
of food for thought, there was 
little or no meat to be had. 
Because of the meat shortage, a 
majerity of the approximately 
1500 members of the Individual 
Retail Grocers’ and Meat Dealers’ 
Association will close their meat 
departments each Monday. Jo- 
seph W. Stevens, field secretary, 
said closing will be voluntary, each 
member making his own decision. 
At a meeting at St. Louis House 
last night, it was announced that 
1104 members had voted to close 
one day a week, 212/had voted to 
close two days a week, and an- 


}other 212 expressed opposition to 


closing at all. Monday closing was 
favored by 812 members. 
Members of the association were 
urged to send telegrams to Sena- 
tor O’Daniel (Dem.), Texas, en- 
couraging him to carry out his 
threat to filibuster against the 
OPA extension bill. 

Farmers in the Sullivan (Mo.) 
area, 60 miles southwest of St. 
Louis, were threatening to with- 
hold all their products from mar- 
ket if OPA controls are continued.

Another butcher said he had a 
customer who claimed the success 
of her marriage depended on get- 
ting meat. “She said her husband, 
an East St. Louis steelworker, 
needed meat and refused to believe 
she was trying hard enough to get 
it. She said he felt she didn’t love 
him any more. 

“I had to stop by after work and 
explain there was no meat to be 
had, The husband, who was really 
on the outs with his wife, was 
doubtful at first, but after an hour 
I convinced him. When I left he 
said he had forgiven her.”

8004 FROM MISSOURI DEAD 
OR MISSING ON ARMY LISTS 


in 


1636 Are From City and 453 From County 
—4660 From State Were Killed 
Action. 


Missouri's Army dead and miss- 
ing in World War II numbered 
8004, of a national total of 308,978, 
shown in a War Department tabu- 
lation released for publication to- 
day. The figure for Illinois is 
18,061. 

Of the Missouri number of Army 
dead and missing, 1636 are from 
the City of St. Louis, 453 from 
St. Louis county, and 1045 from 
Jackson county, which includes 
Kansas City. The missing included 
in the enumeration are for Mis- 
souri 36; for Illinois 74; for St. 
Louis 10; and for St. Louis county, 
6. The national total of missing 
is 1424, : 

The figures given by the War De- 
partment’ are for the Army only. 
The latest announcement of the 
Navy Department has shown 87,- 
659 dead and missing in the Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard, 
that number including 928 listed 
as missing. 

Adding the newly announced 
Army figures to those of the Navy 
Department, an aggregate of 396,- 
637 dead and missing in all 
branches of the service is shown, 
this figure including 2352 missing. 
Little Hope for Finding More Alive 

The War Department said it 
was extremely reluctant to hold 
out hope to next of kin that any 
persons carried as “missing” at 
this late date will be found alive. 
Investigations to trace them still 
are going on, but it is expected 
that the cases will be closed with 
a finding of death in accord with 
Congressional law. 

Those listed by the War De- 
partment fall under six heads. For 
the Missouri tabulation, these are: 

Killed in action, 4660; died of 
wounds, 662; died of injuries, 26; 
died non-battle, 2126; finding of 
death (determined to be dead aft- 
er review, at least one year from 
time of disappearance) 494; and 
missing, 36. 

Missouri’s Army dead and miss- 
ing are 2.96 per cent of the num- 
ber of men and women of Mis- 
souri who entered military serv- 
ice. This is almost the same as 
the average for the nation as a 
whole, which indicates that 2.98 
per cent of those who entered the 
Army did not survive. ., 

Another percentage, calculation 
shows that Missouri in 1940 con- 
tained 2.82 per cent of the popu- 
lation of the United States and 
possessions (excluding the Philip- 
pines); that it contributed 2.72 
per cent of the total number who 
enered the Army, and that its 
Army dead and missing are 2.62 
per cent of the total dead and 
missing.

New. York has the largest num- 
ber of Army dead and missing 
among the states, 31,215. Pennsy)- 
vania is second with 26,554. Other 
large state figures are: Illinois, 
18,061; California, 17,022; Ohio, 
16,827; Texas, 15,764; Michigan, 
12,885; New Jersey, 10,372, and 
Massachusetts, 10,033. 
Death Rates Vary Little. 

The death rate for most states 
was near the rate of their con- 
tributions to Army strength, and 
to the national average, 2.98 per 
cent. New Mexico, however, had 
a death rate of 4.77 per cent, at- 
tributed to the heavy casualties 
suffered by its National Guard 
uhit in the Philippines, early in 
the war. 

The highest death rate was 5.05 
per cent for the District of Colum- 
bia. This included many persons 
who gave their home address as 
care of Adjutant-General, Wash- 
ington, though they did not actu- 
ally live in that city. 

High state rates were those of 
Montana, 4.53 per cent; North 
Dakota, 4.14 per cent; and Arizo- 
na, 4.01 per cent. The lowest rate 
was that of Maryland, 2.2 per 
cent. Other states with ‘low death 
ratios were Mississippi, 2.32 per 
cent; Louisiana, 2.36 per cent; Ala- 
bama, 2.54.per cent; and Florida, 
2.63 per cent. 

Only 3 Counties Had No the. 

Through the 48 states with their 
nearly 3000 counties, only three 
sparsely populated counties had no 
Army fatalities. These were King 
county, Tex.; Esmeralda county, 
Nev.; and Yellowstone National 
Park, Wyo. The greatest losses 
among counties were in the most 
thickly populated areas: Cook 
(Chicago), 9723; Los Angeles, 
6674; Kings (Brooklyn), 5841. New 
York City, which is made up of 
the five borough-counties of 
Bronx, Kings, New York (Manhat- 
tan), Queens and Richmond 
(Staten Island), suffered 16,112 
deaths. Other city totals were not 
available except in such cases as 
San Francisco (1365), Philadelphia 
(4393), Baltimore (2031) and &t. 
Louis (1636), where the city com- 
poses a county. 

In Missouri, following the Army 
death totals already given for St. 
Louis and Jackson county, other 
counties with a large death list 
are: St. Louis county, 453; Bu- 
chanan, 216; Jasper, 194; Greene, 
186; Dunklin, 95; Pemiscot, 87;

Frost, he said, dropped water to 
the struggling men and, one by 
one, took the three most seriously 
stricken aboard, flying them 15 
miles to Twenty Nine Palms.

“On Sunday night March 10, 
1946, his parents, who were soon 
to celebrate the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of an unusually happy mar- 
riage, stole out of the house and, 
despite Haushofer’s weakened 
condition consequent on the stroke 
he had suffered, made their way 
for some 800 meters along a dirt 
road to a secluded spot in a hollow 
through which flowed a small 
stream. approximately three feet 
wide. A tree grew on the bank, 
one stout limb projecting over the 
water. This locality had been 
carefully selected as Heinz found 
a poem describing that particular 
tree in Haushofer’s sketchbook, 
together with an illustration of it 
drawn by his own hand, 

“They must have reached their 
rendezvous with death at approxi- 
mately 11 p.m., as the state of the 
bodies when found next morning 
permitted the medical examiner to 
estimate the number of hours 
which had elapsed .since rigor 
mortis set in? Martha Haushofer’s 
body was hanging by the neck 
from the ‘tree. They had both 
taken arsenic, as well, but Haus- 
hofer had evidently been pre- 
vented by his bodily weakness 
from making assurance doubly 
sure, after taking the poison. His 
body lay sprawled on the ground, 
his feet toward the creek and his 
hands clutching the Bavarian soil 
which he so passionately loved 
and often described in his writings 
on Lebensraum. The lantern, with 
the extinguished candle which had 
lighted them through the dark- 
ness, lay beside them. A _ note 
pinned to the pillow of their un- 
used bed had supplied accurate 
directions where the bodies would 
be found. It was the last map of 


been discovered about ‘8:30 the 
next morning when the son en- 
tered their bed chamber to ascer- 
tain why they had not come for a 
projected trip to the nearby town 
of Weilheim.” 


Machiavelli His Inspiration, 


Then came the writer’s lament 
that Haushofer chose Machiavelli 
instead of Humboldt as his in- 
spiration. In his speech at Frank- 
furt University, Father Walsh de- 
clared Humboldt to have been the 
father of modern geography. 

“He ranged the globe from Si- 
beria to South America,” pro- 
nounced Father Walsh. “His writ- 
ings on the relationship between 
man and his environment are copi- 
ous, minute and scientific. But 
Humboldt never turned his find- 
ings into an argument for aggres- 
sion or power politics.” 

Haushofer on the contrary, Fa- 
ther Walsh charged, repeatedly 
endorsed in his writings the use 
made of his doctrines by Hitler. 
He taught that small states have 
no right to exist. 

Having resided for years in 
Tokyo, he became a prime expo- 
nent of the entente between Japan 
and Nazi Germany. It was at his 


Yhome in Munich during prewar 


days that conferences were held 
between high Nazi officials and 
Niponese statesmen and admirals. 
He lauded Hitler as “a God-given 
leader” and eulogized the tactics 
and objectives of the Nazi armed 
forces. 

In consequence of Haushofer’s 
opinions there grew up what Fa- 
ther Walsh described as a new 
science of geo-jurisprudence under 
which “international justice was

If the 
atomic cloud moves slowly through 
the stratosphere it will have lost 
its dangers before it can pass over 
populated islands. 

Shallow Test a Possibility. 


The first test, set for July 1, 
requires better weather than the 
second. If the first should be 
long delayed, V. Adm. W. H. P. 
Blandy is expected to order the 
second test, a shallow underwater 
explosion in Bikini lagoon. In 
that case the underwater A-bomb 
test will be the only one this sum- 


mer. 

Will the atom bomb start a ty- 
phoon here, where the majority 
of the Pacific's typhoons orig- 
inate? . 

No reliable weatherman thinks 
that it will, but meterologists can- 
not say definitely that the bomb 
will not start one. 

Correspondents were given the 
available facts today. Most im- 
portant is that the typhoons that 
start here never move toward the 
American coast. They invariably 
move toward the Philippines and 


sipate in the Aleutians. 
At the start they are not the 
murderous winds that make these 
storms to be feared. So, if the 
atom bomb were to start a ty- 
phoon, it*would in no way endan- 
ger the 200 ships and thousands of 
men involved in the atomic test. 


Waves to Be Measured. 


Meters have been set in Bikini 
lagoon that will measure ocean 
waves 200 feet long should they 
develop from the atomic bomb 
explosion. 

Other devices will detect a hole 


500 feet across, 

More than 400 cameras are set 
so as to measure the height of 
the splash as the hole closes, even 
though this gigantic water spout 
inconceivably should rise four or 
five miles. 

Nobody expects any of these 
terrific things to occur. The de- 
vices for measuring are merely 
scientific precautions. They rep- 
resent the extreme limits of im- 
agination about atomic bomb ac- 
tion on water. 

If anything can be predicted it 
is that there will be no serious 
tidal wave.

Appleton Firm and Distribu- 
tor Found Not Guilty of 
Conspiracy on Ceilings. 


Farrell's B. (Benny) McGovern, 
St. Louis beer distributor, the Ap- 
pleton Brewery Co. of Old Apple- 
ton, Mo., and two officers of the 
firm were acquitted of charges of 
conspiracy to violate Office of 
Price Administration ceiling price 
regulations by a jury in United 
States District Court yesterday. 

The case went to the jury with- 
out presentation of testimony by 
the defense, and the jury delib- 
erated only 20 minutes before re- 
turning its verdict of not guilty. 
The other defendants were E, A. 
Rowtien, president, and G. 
Schaefer, secretary, both of Old 
Appleton, : 

Evidence introduced by the 
Government showed that the 
brewery sold beer to McGovern at 
72% cents a case in the OPA base 
period of Oct, 1 to 15, 1941, but in 
1944 had raised the price to $1.17% 
a case. Other distrbutors were 
charged $1.03 in the base period, 
evidence disclosed. 

The prosecution contended the 
highest price the brewery could 
charge McGovern and the maxi- 
mum McGovern could pay was the 
72% cents established in the base 
period, | 

Defense counsel, in closing ar- 
gument to the jury, maintained 
that McGovern was not in a spe- 
cial customer class and therefore 
the brewery could charge him the 
maximum paid by other distribu- 
tors in the base period. Subse- 
quent price increases permitted by 
the OPA totaled 18 cents a case, 
counsel said, 

McGovern, a former lightweight 
boxer, operates the McGovern 
Beer Co., 3615 Laclede avenue.

Would Confuse Situation. 

Failure to pass an interest code 
bill will result in a chaotic situa- 
tion after July 1, when existing 
special laws which are in conflict 
with the new charter become in- 
operative. 

In that event the high-rate lend- 
ers, who now exact up to’ 36 per 
cent interest a year, would be 
confronted with the prospect of 
conforming to the general law fix- 
ing an 8 per cent maximum, un- 
less they can persuade the courts 
to adopt their theories of consti- 
tutional interpretation. 

The House Tuesday night re- 
pudiated a conference committee 
report which substantially ad- 
hered to the Senate version of an 
interest code, including a top rate 
of 30 per cent for so-called small 
loans. 

House Conferees Holding Out. 

The pending bill was returned

But in the in- 
fantry divisions we found oppon- 
ents inferior, both physically and 
morally, to ‘those against whom 
we had fought in North Africa. 

“The lack of air and 4&rtillery 
support, the breakdown of ration 
supplies, the non-arrival of mail, 
the unsoldierly behavior of some 
of the officers, the bombing of 
home towns, all tendud to lower 
the ymen’s spirits.

Nor did the subsequent Himmler 
purge of non-Nazi elements in 
the army produce any marked 
change in the outlook of the rank / 
and file.” 

Decline in Morale. 

A later estimate of the German 
state of mind is: 

“By the end of August (1944) 
the morale of the enemy, as re- 
vealed in’ the prisoners who 
passed through the Allied cages, 
was distinctly lower than it had 
been a month earlier. A lack of 
determination wag particularly 
noticeable among the infantry, 
whose outlook, for the most part, 

was one o. bewilderment and 
helplessness. 

“This state of mind was pro- 
duced by the rapidity of the Al- 
lies’ movements, their overwhelm- 
ing superiority in equipment, both 
on the ground and in the air, and 
by the Germans’ own losses o 
arms ard transport which had 
left them without the necessary 
means of mounting an adequate 
defense. Our air strafing attacks 
had especially contributed toward 
hreaking the enemy’s spirit. 

“The great majority of the en- 
listed men from the ordinary in- 
fantry divisions stated that they 
were glad to be out of the war, 
but the elite of the S.S. forma- 
tion: still retained something of 
their former arrogant self-confi- | 
dence,

were now prepared to recognize

\POLES TO GIVE U.S. 
DATA ON PACTS 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER. 

_ WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP)— 
The United States registered im- 
portant progress today in its per- 
sistent efforts to learn what sort 
of international economic deals 
are being made behind the “iron 
curtain” of Soviet-dominated east- 
ern Europe. 

The stepping stone was the re- 
instatement of a $90,000,000 Amer- 
ican credit program for Poland. 

“Under terms of the loan agree- 
ment, the Warsaw Government is 
to supply the United States with 
the texts of Poland’s economic 
pacts both with Russia ‘and other 
countries, Warsaw promises this 
will be done, 


American officials hope, as a 
result, that they may soon obtain 
their first official detailed infor- 
mation as to the kind of arrange- 
ments which have been worked 
out by Poland with Russia, Hun- 
gary and Romania, as well as 
with Sweden, Denmark, Norway 
and other governments. 


Among these is a new agree- 
ment by which Russia grants sub- 
stantial credits to Poland pre- 
sumably for tradiig with the 
Soviet Union. 

As a result of Poland’s reaf- 
‘firmation of its intention to fur- 
nish the text, the United States 
has lifted a stop order’ from a 
$50,000,000 credit conditionally 
given the Poles in April for the 
purchase of American surplus 
property in Europe. The deal in- 
volves such things as Army trucks 
and construction equipment, 


Indications are that the Amer- 
ican Government is also ready to 
go ahead promptly with the sign- 
ing of an Export-Import Bank 
contract for an additional $40,- 
000,000 loan to Poland for the 
|'purchase of locomotives and rail- 
way coal cars in the United 
States. It is expected that avail- 
ability of this equipment in coal- 
producing Poland will help ease 
the European fuel shortage. 


State Department officials at- 
tached considerable importance to 
obtaining the economic pact in- 
formation from Warsaw. 

They are concerned chiefly with 
finding out the extent to which 
Russia may be obtaining exclusive 
trading rights in eastern Europe 
or dominating the internal econ- 
omies of states behind the so- 
called “iron curtain.” 

A prime motive behind this 
concern, diplomatic officials re- 
port, is the basic American policy 
of seeking to promote equal eco- 
nomic opportunities for all na- 
tions in eastern Europe and else- 
where, as a strong foundation 
for world peace. 

Reinstatement of the . United 
States-Polish credit agreement 
yesterday climaxed a series of 
diplomatic exchanges between 
Washington and Warsaw lasting 
more than a month. 

The credit program was sus- 
pended May 10 by the State De- 
partment, which took exception to 
Warsaw's failure to publish the 
terms of the agreement in Po- 
land and also complained of Po- 
lish censorship. These points have 
since been straightened out. 

The agreement provides, among 
other things, for political freedom 
in Poland and a pledge to hold 
free elections later this year.

This “misunderstanding,” he 
said, arises largely from failure to 
comprehend the role of the big 
powers in the United Nations and 
their right to exercise the veto in 
the Security Council. 

He said the five permanent 
members of the council were given 
the right of veto because it was 
agreed that the United Nations 
“could not be successful in main- 
taining the peace unless the Big 
Five were, themselves, determined 
to seek peaceful solutions of their 
differences.” 

The veto, he said, was “the price 
—if you wish to call it that—which 
the United Nations paid for big 
power collaboration.” 


“In retu the nations of the 
world expected and demanded one 
thing from the Big Five,” he said. - 
“They required that the Big Five 
should seek and find agreement 
among themselves. 


Criticizes War Talk. , 


“Thus, it is not correct to accuse 
the Security Council or the United 
Nations of weakness or indecision 
simply because strenuous. action 
has not been taken against any 
power. It is correct, however, for 
people to expect the big powers to 
seek agreement among them- 
selves.” 

Lie did not attempt to minimize 
the problems facing the world, but 
he said talk about war is not jus- 
tified.

Having been away from St. Louis for 
two and a half months, I have not been 
reading the Post-Dispatch, but know- 
ing and admiring your editorial policy 
during my four years there, I am sure 
you have been urging famine relief for 
Europe and Asia. 

I should like to urge more effective 
appeals to the public for co-operation 
with the Government's voluntary food- 
saving program. <As one who eats in 
restaurants and boarding houses, I can 
say that I see little evidence of any 
general saving of wheat or fats. 

I try to economize on bread, but it’s 
discouraging when I realize that the 
slice of bread I refuse (or its equivalent 
in flour) will not get to the famine area. 
Unless many people economize on bread, 
the laws of supply and demand will not 
operate to make a greater supply of 
wheat available for shipment. Hence 
I must admit that I co-operate in only 
a@ half-hearted way, myself. ' 

The Government -did not sell war 
bonds the way it is attempting to sell 
the idea of food-saving. I see a few 

b displays and posters in a few store 
windows. Lacking any originality of 
their own, the best the displayers can 
do is to cut out a few pages from 
Life magazine showing pictures of starv- 
ing people. War bonds, on the other 
hand, were sold from glaring billboards, 
by chorus girls in theaters--in short, by 
all the methods of advertising.

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No Need for the Santa Fe 


The Santa Fe Railroad has applied to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission for a permit to 


» Tuh into St. Louis over the tracks of the Bur- 


lington line, and at a casual glance this seems 
a good’thing. A new corporation is usually wel- 
comed as a creator of business and of a payroll. 

Railroads, however, are a special case. As 
more than one Government body has pointed 
out, there is such a thing as having too many 
railroads share the relatively fixed traffic of a 
given area, with the result that some or all of 
them become financially anemic and unable to 
give the service they should. 

This is clearly the situation now prevailing in 
the area served by the lines running westward 
from St. Louis. Eight Class A railroads serve 
this territory, and more than half are now or 
lately have been in receivership. 

Even at the peak of war traffic, the westward 
lines had facilities to handle 35 to 50 per cent 
more freight. If the Santa Fe is permitted to 
come into St. Louis, it will aggravate. the situa- 
tion. The Santa Fe is already rich and power- 
ful and does not need additional revenue, but 


to the Frisco, the Rock Island, the Missouri | 


Pacific or the “Katy” the loss of revenue might 
spell eventually curtailed or impoverished serv- 


ice for the communities through which they run. 


If the Santa Fe is permitted to enter the city, 
it cannot-provide a single service it cannot pro- 
vide just as well by co-operating with the rail- 
roads already here. 

Without the Santa Fe's co-operation, St. Louls 
has through sleeping car service to Los An- 
geles and San Francisco. In urging its case, 
the Santa Fe says it would provide through pas- 
senger service between St. Louis and California 
on such trains as the Chief, the Super Chief and 
El Capitan. Good trains, these, but the Mis- 
souri Pacific has stated that it is ready at any 
time to operate Santa Fe sleeping cars and 
coaches between St. Louis and Kansas City for 
connection there with the Santa Fe’s crack 
trains Whether the cars are operated by the 
Missouri Pacific or the Santa Fe does not mat- 
ter; the same amount of interchange service 
would have to be performed by the Kansas City 
Terminal Railroad.in either case. 

If the Santa Fe wishes to give St. Louis—and 
other cities—better serviee, it might take the 
lead in denouncing the present slow, non-com- 
petitive freight schedules prevailing between 
St. Louis, or Chicago. and the West Coast. With 
the Santa Fe and the Southern Pacific taking 
the lead, the Western Association of Railroads 
has set the rule that freight may not be deliv- 
ered between St. Louis or Chicago and the 
West Coast in less than six days (or between the 
West and East Coasts in less than 10 days). 

The small railroads are parties to the agree- 
ment—the Anti-Trust Division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice calls it a conspiracy—but some 
of them would be quick to break away except 
for the club held over their heads by the lines 
that originate the great bulk of West Coast 
freight and influence its routing over connecting 
lines. The Sante Fe can improve service by 
taking the lead in reducing the haul fram St. 
Louis or Chicago to the West Coast from six 
days to four or five days. 

Finally, the Santa Fe argues that its entry 
into St. Louis would make the city a more im- 
portant railway center. We doubt it. A rail- 
road routes freight in whatever way gives it the 
longest haul and the largest revenue, The Santa 
Fe could still get the longer haul and higher 
revenue by routing its freight to and from the 
West through its Chicago terminal, and this it 
would undoubtedly do. 

But this issue should not be decided on nar- 
row local interest. The overriding reason why 
the Santa Fe should not come to St. Louis is 
that it would add to the existing excess ‘of rail 
facilities serving the territory and weaken lines 
that are too weak already. Some of these lines 
are striving mightily, against great odds, to dig 
their way out to financial daylight. The highly 
solvent Santa Fe should not be permitted to add 
to their difficulties. 
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¥ Urgent Economic Census 

The United States Chamber of Commerce is 
completely right in its appeal to the Senate to 
restore the $17,000,000 appropriation for the cen- 
suses of business and of manufactures, items

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Plugs From Plug-Hats 

Britain's Institute of Incorporated Practition- 
ers in Advertising, which sounds so respectable 
that it must pull its advertising plugs out of a 
plug-hat, now warns Parliament of dire develop- 
ments unless the’ British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion is allowed to go commercial. The Institute 
says that American radio programs, presumably 
blared at Britain from the Continent, will steal 
the BBC audience, and these programs won't 
sell British goods. As strictly a. secondary 
thought, the Institute says the programs won't 
even reflect the British viewpoint. 

Everything seems to depend on that view- 
point. What is it? Does a British family feel, 
not really sick, but dull and tired and nervous? 
Is a Briton bothered by gastric hyperacidity? 
Does the British housewife have trouble facing 
life? What do the British do when they're over 
35, and can’t find anything spelled backward? 

If the instituted and incorporated practition- 
ers manage to foist similar stuff on the British 
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radio audience, the BBC chimes of Big Ben will 
probably ring in a new liver tonic. But Britons 
are free to try the BBC Symphony with 
Beecham’'s pills as they wish. For if England’s 
radio is now so dull that it must fear the on- 
slaught of our broadcasters’ viewpoint, then 
BBC is logy indeed and had better try Alka- 
Seltzer, 
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Realtors vs. Public Housing 

A group of realtors got a House commit- 
tee which had approved public housing to re- 
verse itself, blighting the hope for 12,000 sorely 
needed low-rent dwellings in St. Louis. Their 
case consists of three points: ; 

1. The pretense that public housing is un- 
American, Yet Mayor Kaufmann, a stanch Re- 
publican, repeated only yesterday that it is vital 
to St. Louis’s future. Compare, also, the sup- 
port of public housing by 38 states, Gov. Dewey 
of New York, Chairman Ecker of Metropolitan 
Life, Senator Taft and, in fact, the United 
States Senate. 

2. The plea that the State and Federal Gov- 
ernments should not finance slum-clearance. 
State aid is negligible—only the 3 cents per 
$100 value which the State levies on the hous- 


‘ing project sites and on such decayed struc- 


tures as nowoccupy those sites. As Robert 
Lasch brings éut elsewhere on this page, much 
of that, and of the city’s larger tax levy, is 
probably delinquent. Federal aid is lerge, but 
so are Federal taxes paid by Missouri city resi- 
dents. The money must come from Washington 
or not at all. 

3. The pretense that the realtors will clear 
the slums if public housing is killed. Where 
were they in the slum-spreading generations be- 
fore the 1930s, when public housing began? 

The present Legislature provided tax relief 
under the Urban Redevelopment Corporations 
Act. If such aid is needed for the middle- 
income tenants served by that act, low-income 
projects obviously require larger aids--tax con- 
cession by the city plus the larger annual pay- 
ments from Washington, 

Private operators, Mr. Lasch shows, would 
have to have local subsidies three times as 
great as public housing to offer the same reifts. 
The community can stand no such burden. So, 
without public housing, the slums will spread. 

The House committee was deceived by the 
realtors. If the realtors have their way, the 
people of Missouri cities, slum-dwellers and self- 
sustaining taxpayers alike, will be cheated. 
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Footnote to Un-Americanism 

Dismissal by a Federal court in Washington 
of a contempt citation made by the House Com- 
mittee on un-American Activities at the time 
when Representative Dies was chairman is more 
than a footnote to the oppressive and un-Ameri- 
can activities which the committee was guilty of 
under Dies, It should be a guide to the present 
committee, 

The citation against a Pittsburgh Communist 
for refusal to answer questions was thrown out 
by Judge James Procter because the committee 
had taken the witnesses’ papers illegally, It was 
through this and other inquisitorial methods that 
the Dies committee discredited itself. 


There is a proper functién fot Congress to per- 


form in investigating un-American activities, but 
there is no place for the unfair and extra-legal 
methods employed by Dies in Congress or any- 
where else in our democracy. 
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Picayune Impasse in India 

The All-India Congress party's rejection of 
the British Cabinet mission’s interim plan for 
Indian self-government, at the same time as it 
accepts the mission's long-range plan, leaves 
both major political factions of the country for- 
saking the substance for the shadow. 

The substance to be grasped is Indian free- 
dom. The shadow at which both Congress and 
the Moslem League are grasping is the empty 
formality of Moslem representation. The League, 
which has accepted both plans, demands the 
right to nominate all five of the Moslem mem- 
bers of the interim cabinet. Congress demands 
the right to nominate one, in token of its claim 
to represent all India. 

In strict justice, the Moslem League does not 
represent all of India’s Moslems, The Congress 
party, though mainly Hindu, represents some 
Moslems also, If the Moslem nomination to the 
interim cabinet were being apportioned on the 
basis of the two groups’ actual representation, 
the Congress party would nominate at least one 
Moslem member, 

The Moslem League is demanding what it does 
not deserve, and doing a disservice to Indian in- 
dependence, in demanding a monopoly. The 
Congress party, though it deserves what it asks, 


is also playing the role of dog-in-manger. What 


does this political hair-splitting between the 
parties mean to India’s millions beside the great 
fact of freedom? 

If Pandit Nehru opposed Gandhi's position 
against approval of the interim plan, he. should 
have stayed home and said so. If Gandhi is the 
great man that contemporary history has held 
him to be, here is an hour for him to show his 
greatness by putting the freedom of India ahead 
of the ambitions of the Congress party. 
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The Hero That Was 


The passing of William S, Hart will bring 
nostalgia to many a middling oldster with 
memories of the halcyon days of the motion 
pictures, an epoch located between the heyday 
of the nickelodeon and the advent of the talkies. 

Hart was the personification of ruggednéss 
and purity. These evenings, when the heroes 
of the screen are affected with comfortable mod- 
ern notions, and some are sometimes little bet- 
ter than- cads, and sometimes a little worse, 
Hart would seem Victorian. 

In the days when he was king of the Westerns, 
he was what the late William Lyon Phelps con- 
stantly called on heroes one and all to be—he 
was manly.

The War on Public Housing 


From “Breaking the Building Blockade” by Robert Lasch 
(University of Chicago Press) 


No aspect of housing induces so many 
apoplectic rages and so many flights of 
passionate oratory as the public ownership 
and operation of places to live. The 
banker accused the Government of compe- 
tition with free enterprise—which it was, 
in the sense that good housing competes 
with bad, The real estate dealer and 
builder roared against the “social and po- 
litical menace” of unfair competition-— 
which it was not, since public housing sup- 
plied a market they had never touched. 
Small home-owners burned with indigna- 
tion to think that the tenants of public 
housing projects paid no ad valorem taxes, 


What makes public housing tick is three 
kinds of public initiative. First, the initial 
capital cost is financed with low-interest- 
bearing loans not available to private enter- 
prise. Second, the Federal Government 
pays annual cash contributions to help 
keep rents down, Third, the local govern- 
ment keeps expenses down by refraining 
from charging taxes at the usual rate. In- 
stead, the project pays a service charge— 
which almost invariably exceeds the total 
of taxes formerly collected from the prop- 
erty it occupies. Tax exemption thus sel- 
dom costs anybody anything, though you 
might not bélieve it if you listened to the 
yowls of real estate men, 


The Unreal Tax Issue 


Tax exemption has provided the rallying 
point for enemies of public housing all 
over the country. It is estimated that full 


‘taxes on the average project would amount 


to $7.56 per dwelling unit per month. The 
project actually pays to local government, 
for its share of municipal services, $1.55 
per unit. The difference of $6.01 is the 
theoretical “subsidy” by the local govern- 
ment, 

The local government, however, does not 
actually contribute this much or suffer a 
corresponding monetary loss. When a 
housing project goes into operation, it is 
something which the community would not 
have had in the ordinary course of events. 
The true measure of the loca] contribu- 
tion must be: (1) the difference between 
what it now receives in service charges 
and what it formerly received in taxes and 
(2) the difference between what it now 
spends for community services and what it 
formerly spent in the same area, 


Nobody has ever been able to show that 
the construction of a housing project has 
resulted in higher taxes for the rest of 
the area. In some cities the service 
charges may not equal the taxes formerly 
levied; but it is the exception when they do 
not at least equal the taxes formerly col- 
lected. Slum areas have a high ratio of 
tax delinquency. ~ 


Campaign of Falsehood 


Slum areas usually cost the community 


“more for schools, police, fire, health, pav- 


ing, lighting and other services than they 
yield in taxes. When decent housing is 
provided, the cost of nearly all services 
goes down. 

Periodically, a ring of real estate neuen 
and big property owners will organize a 
lobbyifg campaign in the Legislature to 
deny the local projects tax exemption. 
During these campaigns the most upright 
citizens, gentlemen of high repute who go 
to church on Sunday, abandon restraint 
and resort to barefaced lies, deception and 
distortion. The rule seems to be that, in 
the ‘attack on public housing, anything 
goes. 

Having failed to get anywhere with @ 
purely negative approach, the enemies of 


public housing now conduct their cam- 
paigns under the guise of offering their 
own slum-clearance “plans.” The very in- 
terests under whose dominance the slums 
grew up have suddenly become ardent 
champions of the good life. The same 
people who built the slums, who perpetu- 
ated them, who lived off them, are now full 
of bright schemes and promises to rebuild 
them, 

The first item of their program is to 
wipe out the public housing program. Then, 
they say, private enterprise will proceed 
to do what public housing has been trying 
to do. The odd thing about these alterna- 
tive schemes is that, whenever a halfway 
serious attempt is made to grapple with 
the problem, they all turn out to involve 
some kind of public subsidy, and often two 
or three subsidies, 


Realty Men Want Subsidies 


Apparently it makes a great deal of dif- 
ference who gets the subsidy. If low- 
income families get it in the form of good 
housing for’ which they pay less than the 
economic rent, that is “socialization.” But if 
real estate owners and private builders get 
it, that is the American way of life. 


The National Association of Home Build- 
ers, in common with the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards, propose public 
acquisition of land, to be made available 
at reduced cost for rebuilding by private 
enterprise. The most widely advertised 
“alternative” to public housing is a pro- 
posal that rent certificates be issued by 


local welfare agencies to needy families , 


which live in substandard housing. 


The certificate would subsidize the land- 
lord instead of the house. Its cost would be 
borne by local instead of Federal Govern- 
ment; how, and from what tax sources, it 
is not explained. The real estate boards 
add a third subsidy. They suggest that all 
investment in low-rent housing be ex- 
empted from Federal income taxation and 
that, in addition, all income yielded by that 
investment also be exempted, 


“Private Enterprise,” Is It? 


The “economic cost” of providing family 
shelter in the average public housing proj- 
ect is $36.31 per month. Suppose that the 
project were built instead by private enter- 
prise, 

The private developer would enjoy no 
Federal cash contribution, which amounts 
to $8.38 a month. Next, he would have to 
pay loca] real estate taxes on full valua- 
tion, which averages $6.01 in excess of serv- 
ice charges paid by the public projects. 
Finally, he would not enjoy the advantage 
of cheap public es which, on the tes- 
timony of public housing critics themselves, 
would add $12.15 a month to his debt 
service. The three items together tell us 
the amount of the rent certificate or sub- 
sidy which would have to be paid by the 
local welfare’ agency—$26.54. Compare this 
with the Federal subsidy of $8.38 paid for 
public housing, and no further comment is 
necessary. 

If private enterprise pays no taxes and 
gets cheap credit from the Government, it 
will still need a subsidy of $8.38, And if it 
receives a subsidy, pays no taxes and oper- 
ates on public credit, we are only indulging 
in self-hypnosis to call the enterprise 
“private.”

The Untouchable 


“Count Me Among the Living,” by Ethel Sexten, 

(Harper & Brothers, New York.) 

“Coming of age” usually means crossing 
the threshold of mature responsibilities, ap- 
preciations, experiences. For the heroine , 
of this poignant novel, it means piercing 
intensity of ambition, agony of thwarted 
self-expression and finally mental collapse. 

This novel covers 21 years in the life of 
Hester Allen, whom fate has laden with 
bastardy and a morbidly burning imagine 
tion. Its settings are Hawaii, San Francie 
co and Hollywood. Its theme is the strug- 
gie of the heroine to escape from or grow 
out of ‘the anonymity of her origin, the 
ever-present fear of the Great Dragon Pov- 
erty, and a nagging sense of nameless, hor 
rifying depravity.

The struggle is fruitless. Ibsen's Nora 
ends “A Doll’s House” with a great ques 
tion mark; Hester is like her in that for 
a significant year’ or two she is a wif 
denied the adult fullness of wedlock. Whe 
she leaves Helmer’s house, Nora walk 
forth emancipated; Hester, at book’s end, 
stands divested of normality, strait-jack- 
eted. She will recall Lady’ Macbeth, who 
also needed ministering for a mind dis 
eased. 

Perhaps most of all, Hester invites com- 
parison with Virginia Cunningham, the 
heroine of Mary Jane Ward's “The Snake 
Pit.” The latter keeps one tense over the 
ordeal of a semi-sane woman who finally 
knows she is getting well... “Count Me 
Among the Living” focuses on a woman 
whom a figmentary nemesis urges on to 
death in life. Miss Ward’s heroine comes 
alive through remembered flashes of ra- 
tionality; Miss Sexton’s sinks before our 
gaze into the pit from which the former 
has been raised. : 

In each case, the writing is as germane to 
the narrative as the swallow to the air. 
Each author evokes mysteries without mys- 


* tifying, portrays accurately without excess, 
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“Count Me Among the Living” ifs a first 
novel which can furnish a moral, in its 
discipline and perceptiveness, to certain 
contemporary writers who produce not 
wisely but too fast. Miss Sexton could 
have trumpeted her symbolism; she could 
have exploited Hester’s imagined depravity 
and her terrifying psychoneurosis;: she 
could have made the relentless denouement 
primitively shocking. Instead, she has writ- 
ten with that feeling which transcends sen- 
timentality, which mingles tenderness and 
the terror of a decomposing personality. 

Hester is the instrument of a theme as 
old as eivilized man. In her enunciation of 
it, Miss Sexton joins those artists who have 
combined mastery of the writer’s craft with 
understanding of the human soul. She 
says that she “grew up on this book.” 

That this book is a grown-up achieve- 
ment will be apparent to any intelligent 
reader. Few novels of these times stir so 
strongly the vocabulary of thoughtful 


praise.

Remedy for Our Weakness. 


In my previous article on this 
subject I supposed that under our 
plan the international authority 
might be permitted to make, use 
and own atomic weapons and 
that this constituted an im- 
portant difference between the 
American and the Russian pro- 
posals, 

But I have since been advised 
that the American plan, like the 
Russian, contemplates the total 
outlawry of atomic weapons. So 
we are in complete agreement 
with the Russians that the na- 
tional and private traffic in 
atomic weapons shall be outlawed 
as a criminal offense. 

It was a graye weakness in our 
proposals that we offered Mr. 
Baruch’s unconsidered remarks 
about the veto instead of offering 
the project of a system of law. 
But the remedy is at hand. 

Assuming Mr. Gromyko’s pro- 
posal had been thoroughly worked 
out, that. international and na- 
tional laws had been enacted in 
every industrial country, what 
would be the situation if we dis- 
covered by one means and another 
—by international inspections or 
by the secret agents that all coun- 
tries will certainly employ where 
the stakes are life and death—that 
atomic weapons were being made 
secretly in the interior of Siberia? 


Beyond the Law’s Pale. 


Could the Soviet Government 
veto an inquiry and a hearing on 
a charge that the world law and 
its own Soviet law were being vio- 
lated? If the law were explicit, 
the Soviet Government could not, 
I contend, veto the inquiry and 
hearing. 

It could obstruct. It could re- 
sist. But that would not be the 
veto: that would be rebellion and 
secession. The veto, we must 
realize, is a legal right which re- 
strains the majority only as long 
as they aré legally bound to re- 
spect this legal right. 

But if Russia refused to let the 
law of atomic energy be enforced, 
Russia would have placed herself 
beyond the pale of the law. She 
would have destroyed the legal 
basis of her veto, and there would 
be no further legal or moral re- 
straint on the other nations if 
they thought it advisable to go 
to war. 

Yet our objective is not to find 
ways of going to war. A great ad- 
vantage in this approach to this 
difficult problem is that it keeps 
open a way by which a great 
power, which has perhaps begun 
to cheat and has been caught, can 
without loss of face return to es 
straight and narrow path. 

It can treat the violation as an 
offense against its own laws by 
over-zealous or ignorant persons. 
Thus the legal approach not only 
authorizes law enforcement but 
facilitates law observance. 


The Nuernberg Precedent. | 


It has been said that all this 
is nothing but the old Kellogg 
Pact which outlawed war just be- 
fore the greatest war of all time 
broke out. But this is not the 
Kellogg Pact pure and simple. 
This is the Kellogg Pact plus the 
epoch-making precedent which, 
under Mr. Justice Jackson's lead- 
ership, the United Nations are 
now setting at Nuernberg. 

The Russians have subscribed 
to the Nuernberg’ precedent by 
participating in setting it, and 
their proposal must be read with 
this in mind. 

It may then be taken to mean 
that the heads of states and re- 
sponsible officials and all scien- 
tists and technicians who conspire 
to violate the law on atomic ener- 
Sy would, like Goering et al, at 
Nuernberg, be subject to arrest 
and indictment, to trial and pun- 
ishment, wherever and whenever 
they fell into the hands of the 
agents of any law-abiding state. 

If it is necessary to make war 
in order to arrest them, that, and 
not the conquest or destruction of 
nations, will then be the limited 
and exact objective of righteous 
war. This alone will not prevent 
war. There is much more to be 
done. But it would make the next 
war—if, God forbid, it comes— 
not a war of peoples but an un-

Dr. Otto Schwarz, professor of

Completion of final plans for 
the activation of the reserve train- 
ing program, scheduled to begin 
Monday, has been announced by 
Capt. Lyon.

“I want to call attention to the 
fact that in St. Louis a Federal 
judge appointed twd brothers who 
are law partners, as trustees for 
two bankrupt railroads,” said 
Wheeler in the Senate. “One 
brother was appointed trustee for 
one railroad and the other brother 
trustee for another railroad. Those 
two brothers each operate a rail- 
road, both of which are in com- 
petition with each other.” 

He considered this a violation 
oz the Interstate Commerce Act. 


Objects to Big Fees. 
Preceding these remarks, and 
without reference to any specific 
railroads or trustees, Wheeler had 
declared: : 
“The size of the fees paid some 
lawyers in these bankruptcy cases 
and the manner in which the rail- 


| them 


roads have been handled by some 
trustees is a national scandal. 
The only difference between same 
of the lawyers who have taken 
fees in the process of wiping out 
stockholders and Jesse James is 
that Jesse James had a gun.” 

Wheeler contended that a small 
group of New York lawyers domi- 
nates railroad reorganizations un- 
der the present law, executing 
“in the interests of other 
clients who are interested in pre- 
serving high ~ interest - bearing 
bonds for themselves, no matter 
what the consequence to the rail- 
road or other security holders.” 

He said that if his bill is not 
passed at this session of Congress 
millions of dollars of holdings by 
stockholders in railroads will be 
wiped out unnecessarily. 

“What happens is this,” he went 
on. “Insurance companies and big 
financial houses in New York buy 
up a considerable’ amount of 
senior bonds. Then they write a 
reorganization plan by which they 
receive new bonds and stock in 
the reorganized company.

HYDE PARK, Wednesday. 


ESTERDAY I paid; my first 
summer visit to Wiltwyck 
School for Boys. Mr. Stillman, 
the assistant director, told my 
four guests a little about the 
school and showed them around, 
One of my guests had never 
been to a school where boys are 
sent from the courts, and he was 
astounded to hear that institutions 
for the rehabilitation of young of- 
fenders are not run in the same 
way as private boarding schools. 
When we explained to him what 
some of the differences are, he 
said quite firmly that he thought 
he would like to turn his back 
upon the human race, since he did 
not consider that any child should 
be treated as a criminal. 

That parents could be cruel, 
that people who run institutions 
could become callous, that tax- 
payers could be indifferent—all 
these things seemed to him an in- 
dictment of the human race, I 
suppose they are, but you have 
to take things as you find them 
in this world and do what you can 
to remedy them. 


FINALLY, ‘somebody asked Mr. 
Stillman how many boys he had 
at Wiltwyck, and he said 80, Then 
he was asked how many delin- 
quent children there were in the 
country, and he said he did not 
know the statistics but thought 
they might run up to the million 
mark.

MOVE REJECTED TO EASE 
SOCIAL SECURITY REGULATION 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 27 
(AP)—An attempt to raise the 
ceiling on property which may be 
owned by Social Security recipi- 


ents was defeated by the Missouri 
Senate yesterday, 15-11, with 18 
votes needed for passage. 

The action sent the long pend- 
ing bill back to conference com- 
mittee for another compromise ef- 
fort.

A worm, 
being the spineless creature that 
it is, might reasonably claim to be 
resigned since it has neither the 
brains nor the brawn to be any- 
thing else. But that any man 
whom God hath endowed with the 
magic of His own flame should 
grovel and whimper under the 
lash of misfortune seems to me 
utterly contemptible. 

I have no private information 
concerning God, but I am quite 
sure that He who made such 
charm and beauty, such strength 
and wonder, such love and hero- 


ism and true piety, had no place. 


in His plan for vicious punish- 
ments or cruel blights. Out of His 
infinite wisdom He created a 
world which runs by rule.

How It Started

“Family” — Originally Household 

Slaves. 
HERE is hardly a word which 
takes in moye territory—and 
which started from a narrower 
base—than the wora “family.” 

“Family” derives from the Latin 
famulus, meaning servant or slave. 
The collective Latin word familia, 
which ig the opposite number of 
the English “family,” originally 
referred to all the slaves in a 
household. Ag late as 1641, it was 
written: “His family consisted of 
less than five hundred.” , 

Concurrently with its original 
meaning, “family” began to take 
on all the shades and connota- 
tions of relationship deriving from 
close association. At first it 
reached out to embrace an estab- 
lishment’s retainers —its retinue, 
Then it came to include parents 
and children, as well ag servants. 

Paradoxically, the narrowing of 
the sense of “family” was re- 
sponsible for its eventual breadth 
~—when “family” ceased to include 
servants, referring only to parents, 
children and others connected by 
blood, the word was launched on 
an ocean with ever-widening rip- 
ples of usage.

Fighting for the Rights of Man 


Miss Lucy Mason Trouble

ATLANTA, Ga., June 27. 


W acinn aso Miss Lucy Ran- 
dolph Mason hears union or- 
ganizers lumped together as 
“Communists” she just smiles. 

For “Miss Lucy,” trouble-shooter 
extraordinary for the CIO, is the 
great - great - granddaughter of 
George Mason, author of. the Bill 
of Rights. 

From him, she inherited a leg- 
acy of liberalism. It was expressed 
in 1775 when he urged abolition 
of slavery with the prophetic 
phrase “providence punishes na- 
tional sins by national, calama- 
ties.” 

At 64, she’s fighting for the 
rights of man in her own fashion. 
Chartered by the CIO to operate 
as she pleases her immediate ter- 
ritory is the South but her con- 
cept of freedom is international. 


Dusty southern mill towns know 
her well. The cry of “Here comes 
Miss Lucy” always means action, 
Unlike the traditional “Hey Rube” 
of the circus lots it doesn’t signal- 
ize a fight but usually means that 
one in progress is about to be 
stopped or one in prospect averted, 
for “Miss Lucy,” as she is called 
by everyone from mill owners to 
mill hands, walks serenetly in 


where organizers fear to tread, 


Her passport is not her family 
background, notable even in a land 
which still pays homage to a van- 
ishing aristocracy, but also a gra- 
ciousness of manner that compels 
respect. | 

She will have tea with the “best 
people.” Over the teacups she will 
tell the story of what goes on on 
the other side of the tracks. She 
doesn’t deal in sentimentality for 
all her social graces. She talks 
hard, facts, backed up by a life- 
time of careful reading. Often she 
shocks her auditors. But she 
usually gets her viewpoint across. 


Sometimes it works the other 
way. She gets on the inside, She 
bores from within, in her own 
way. People are people to her, 
whether they wear union buttons 
or preside at directors’ meetings. 
Many a labor organizer, convinced 
that the “boss” is a scoundrel, 
changes his opinion after “Miss 
Lucy” has had a talk with the 
boss and then with him. 


“I’m no coneiliator,” Miss Lucy 
told the writer, “I'm just a go 
between. I try to interpret the 
union to the public and the public 
to the union. There’s not much 
difference in people, after all, down 
underneath. I always try to find 
out why one man acts the way he 
does. That often accounts for the 
actions of a lot of men. It’s like 
an endless chain, that gets tangled 
up. But when one link is straight- 
ened . out, when the misunder- 
standing is cleared up, the snarl 
is likely to be over.” 

“Miss Lucy” can be a direct 
actionist. There are times when 
fast strategy takes the place of 
diplomacy. Does she hear of a 
sheriff who has beaten pickets? 
She’s on the job, generally makes 
the sheriff change his_ tactics 
pronto, 

Sometimes she does it by pe» 
suasion. But usually she uses a 
different type of suasion. Tele- 
grams to the White House or to 
the Civil Liberties section of the 
Department of Justice have had 
fast results, even when official ac- 
tion was not forthcoming. 


“The psycological effect of send- 
ing a telegram to the President 
from a small town is sometimes 
‘surprising,” Miss Lucy said, “since 
it gets all over town in two hours, 
Why, I’ve even used a sheriff's 
telephone to call up and complain 
about him. 

“No, I've never felt uneasy, even 
when there’s been trouble with 
more in sight. Maybe its because 
I have an abiding faith in people. 
I love people, in spite of shocks 
and disappointments.” 


Commenting on “Miss Lucy's” | 


activities, an Arkansas labor pa- 
per stated, “times are changing— 
now we send for Miss Lucy. More 
than once she has gone in and 
fixed things so that the boys could 
go back and resume’ organizing 
‘while their scalp wounds healed,” 


Miss Lucy has spoken at union 
rallies throughout Georgia, Arkan- 
sas, Mississippi, and other south- 
ern states. She has campaigned 
for the betterment of racial] rela- 
tions—“you can’t exploit one group 
without exploiting a competing 
group”’—and has served as the 
voice of labor at everything from 
college forums to civic and church 
groups. 

There’s nothing pedantic about 
“Miss Lucy.” She hesitates to 
dwell upon her ideals. She prefers 
to put them across in every-day 
language with a twinkle in her eye 
and a lilt to her voice. It’s vir- 
tually impossible to dislike her. 
She observed that she’s never lost 
a friend—and they range from 
bank presidents to bootblacks. 
Her brother is a manufacturer, in 
fact, while her brother-in-law is 
a bank president. She’s always 
welcome at the family board al- 
though sometimes regarded as an 
intellectual maverick. 

“Miss Lucy” came to Atlanta 
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nine years ago as a field worker 
for the CIO textile workers’ union. 
The first thing she did was to try 
to cut her salary 30 percent. When 
her superiors refused to permit it 
she rebated the money anyway. 
Now she draws $3600 a year, gives 
much of it away, explains that it 
is “distasteful” to-her to take 
money from workers, 


In 1938, “Miss Lucy,” who was 
born in an Episcopal rectory in 
Fairfax County, Virginia, was a 
member of the late President 
Roosevelt’s “Conference on Eco- 
nomic Conditions In the South” 
and had a hand in the preparation 
of its exhaustive report, 


Dr. Frank Graham, president of 
the University of North Carolina, 
wrote of her that “she has in the 
true American tradition been help- 
ing to write intelligently and 
gradually a new American Bill of 
Rights. She has worked tirelessly 
and understandingly for raising 
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the standards of life in the South.” 

“Miss Lucy,”-who has seen the 
death of the 60-hour week and 15- 
cent hourly wages in the mills, 
thinks that the New Deal had a 
“tremendous effect” on the South. 
It awakened State and Federal 
social responsibility, she said, 
eliminated the worst- of sub- 
standard conditions, and brought 
the 40-hour week. 

Her approach to social welfare 
work was unusual, Until she was 
18 her horizon was bounded by the 
conservative parish of her father, 
the Rev. Mr. Landon Randolph 
Mason, Then she taught a Sunday 
School class in a Richmond, Va., 
mission attended by young girls 
who worked in the tobacco fac- 
tories there, 

“For the first time I realized 
how poverty can distort lives,” 
Miss Lucy said, “as I visited 
homes of workers who drudged 55 
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-and 60 hours a week for a pit- 
tance.” 


Two years later, in 1902, she be- 
came a stenographer in a law firm 
at a time when women office 
workers were gaped-at rarities. 
There her social viewpoint wid- 
ened. She began to formulate her 
life's program of fighting for the 
underdog. 


“The firm represented casualty 
insurance companies,” Miss Lucy 
related, “at a time when there 
were no workmen’s compensation 
laws. I saw at first hand the ef- 
fect on people of the growth of in- 
dustry and how political power 
became concentrated in the hands 
of industrialists. 


“Tl never forget how shocked I 
was when a 16-year-old girl who 
lost her hand in a mmchine was 
induced to settle for $75. There 
were many similar cases. It 
brought home to me, too, what 
happens to a family when its 
breadwinner is cripplied for life. 
I decided to try to do something 
about it.” 

Miss Lucy enlisted women be- 
hind her. Eventually, Virginia 
adopted a compensation law and a 
statute providing for safety de- 
vices in factories. By this time, 
Miss Lucy was well launched. She 
fought for the 8-hour day, became 
an ally of organized labor, at that 
time represented by the American 
Federation of Labor. 


In 1914, she became industrial 
secretary of the Richmond Y.W.C, 
A., the first woman in the south 
to hold such a position. It was 
her first professional social work, 
job. She made it, among other 
things, a liberal forum. Later, in 
1923, she became general secretary. 
When she left, after nine years, 
to become general secretary of 
the National Consumers League in 
New York, she was accorded unan- 
imous tribute by the press, com- 
munity leaders, civic groups, and 
just plain folk. She is proudest, 
perhaps, of a volume of apprecia- 
tive letters from Negroes. 

On the side, she was a militant 
suffragette. Later, after the vote 
was won, in 1920, she became 
chairman of the committee of 
women in industry of the Virginia 

e of Women Voters. 

Her New York post lasted until 
she became attracted by the mass 
appeal of the CIO and came here 
at a time when it was first at- 
tempting to gain a foothold in the 
textile mills. The consumers’ 
league, then headed by Newton D., 
Baker, had nothing to do with co- 
operative buying. 

Its objective, stated on its letter- 
heads, was “to awaken responsi- 
bility for condition under which 
4 are made and distributed 
and through investigation, educa- 
tion and legislation to mobilize 
public opinion in behalf of en- 
lightened standards for workers 
and honest products for all. 

Characteristically, Miss Lucy 
called the organization “the con- 
sumer’s conscience” and let it go 
at that. 

She’s not much on “dollar-and- 
a half words,’ hates “to sound 
pious,” finally summed up her am- 
bition by. saying that she hoped 
to see the people of the world 
move on to “security, peace and 
lasting happiness.” 
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ODAY’S deal, played in a 
team-of-four match, raised the 
single question of “the best 


percentage.” 
North, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
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One of the North-South pairs 
bid up to six hearts and made 
seven,’ 

In the other room South, influ- 
enced by the fact that his team 
had been 1000 points behind at 
the halfway mark, deliberately 
overbid to contract for seven 
hearts. 

West led a low club and this 
declarer won with the ace. He 
then cashed the heart ace—to 
guard against the possibility that 
West had the queen singleton— 
after which he entered dummy 
with the diamond ace and fi- 
nessed against the heart queen. 
The finesse succeeded, but un- 
fortunately the queen was too 
well guarded to be picked up. 
Down one. 

Ignoring the fact that the con- 
tract was a trick too high, the 
more pertinent point is that 
South might well have brought 
it home if he had “followed the 
percentages” in playing the 
trump suit. The intended safety 
play of laying down the trump 
ace before finessing was, in fact, 
anything but a safety play. There 
were four unimportant singletons 
West might hold (the 7, 5, 4 and 
3) as against only one singleton, 
the queen, which called for the 
ace-play. Obviously, it was bet- 
ter to guard against four possi- 
bilities than against only one, so 
South should have started his 
finessing immediately. 

Even if declarer had captured 
the trump queen he still would 
have had to provide for his losing 
spade, but at least he would have 
given himself an excellent start, 
and would have found complete 
success either through a natural 
spade finesse or a winning dia- 
mond firiesse. 
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
